At the present day the hippopota- 
mus is still plentiful in the lower 
Limpopo, and it is to be: found also 
in greater or lesser numbers in every 
stream, where the conditions are 
favorable to its existence, between 
that river and the Zambesi, and from 
thence throughout the whole of Cen. 
tral, Eastern and Western Africa, 
ranging northwards on the west td 
the confines of the waterless Sahara, 
and on the east to the uppér cataracts 
of the Nile. 

Thus the hippopotamus seems 
likely to be able to maintain itself 
for eenturies te come in the vast 
rivers and swamps of Africa, and 
bids fair to outlive as a wild animal 
both the elephant and the rhinoceros. 

In 1893. a considerable number cf 
hippopotami inhabi the deep pools 
of the upper Umzingwani River, some 
forty miles south of Buluwayo. 

These animals had been protected 
for many years, both by Lo Bengula 
and his father Umziligazi before him, 
but no sooner were the Matabele 
conquered and their country thrown 
open to Europeans, then certain 
white Inen destroyed nearly all these 
animals, which had been rendered 
tame by long protection, for the sake 
of their. hides. A’ small herd was 
also protected by Lo Bengula in the 
Umguza River, within twenty miles 
of Buluwayo, but whether it is still in 
existence or not, is not known.” 

Although the African and Asiatic 
elephants and _ rhinoceroses differ 
considerably from their prototypes of 
Pleistocene times, the hippopotamus 
of the present day appears to be 
identical in structure with the. ani- 
tal whose fossil bones. have been 
discovered in the caves and_ river 
beds of Southern Britain, and which 
must have been an inhabitant of 
Western Europe at a very remote 

riod of the world’s history, proba- 

ly anterior to the glacial period, for 
during and subsequent to that time 


the English climate would hardly 
have been 6uitable t6 its require- 
ments. 


Cockfighting In England, 

For centuries cockfighting was en- 
couraged in English schools, — Fitz- 
stephen in the twelfth ‘century méen- 
tions it as an amusement of Lo ,don=rs 
and that yearly at Shrovetide the boys 
of every ‘scheol brought cocks to their 
schoolmasters, and all the foreneon 
was. spent in school witnessing th s:

ON RECIPROCITY 


Writes: the Following: Letter Express- 
ing his Views on the Agreement 
Between U. S, and Canada. 


Sir,—I regret that, having to leave 
for England on Thursday, I shall not 
be able to attend the meeting of the 
Anti-Reociprocity League next week, 
and to give my views in person on 
the question of reciprocity, What I 
have to eay on the subjet, has no re- 
ference to party politics (for I have 
nothing to do with politics), nor 


any particular interests. I speak only 
as an individual, who for the past 
thirty ‘years has been working heart; 
and soul for the upbuilding of this 
country, and one to whom the great 
development of the past two decad.« 
has been a source of immense pride, 
and satisfaction. 

To my amazement and distress and 
shame I now see the magnificent’ work 
of a generation traded away for 4a 
vague idea or a childish sentiment - | 
the splendid commercial and indu: | 
trial position we have reached and 
our proud independence bartered tor 
a few wormy plums, and IJ feel it my 
duty to join in.the provest which + 
heard from every section of the coun 
try. Today we are in an_ enviabie 
position, with a commerce thre» tim s 
as great per capita as that of the Uni- 
ted States and without a cloud in our 
sky save the one which has just now 
been raised.

They have only to compare our ex- 
ports of wheat and flour to foreign 
markets with our total production of 
wheat to realize the extent and value 
of this home market. And as regards 
to agricultural implements they have 
only to compare the prices paid im- 
mediately south of the boundary to see 
that in most cases the ‘merican man- 
ufacturer pays the duty and the extra 
freight; and he ean do this bronze 
the cost of his works is only 4 fras- 
tion of what the farmers pay, nearly 
all the rest going to his profit-and tw 
that of the middleman. Reducing the 
tariff will not cheapen the implements 
it will only add to the American man- 
ufacturers profit. But if a comparison 
is made with the selling prices south 
of the boundary cash prices. should 
be compared with cash and not casn 
with credit prices. 

We are told that some farmers in 
the Maritime provinees favor recipro 
city in the expectation that it - will 
bring better prices for their potatoes 
and apples. All the possible gain in 
that way may be easily known by 
looking at the prevailing prices of 
these things in New England states. 
It isn’t much, and ovr neighbors ex- 
pect reciprocity to bring the prices 
down, On the $ther hand, there are 
easily reached and ample markets for 
these things where the farmer of No- 
va Scotia and New Brunewick may 
with a little effort secure: twice «as 
much as they are now getting from 
their potatoes and apples, and at the 
same time quadruple the demand’ by 
reducing the prices one-half to the 
consumer. Take Cuba, for instance, 
where a barrel of potatoes yielding 
the Canadian farmer 75 cents reaches 
the consumer at: seven dollars, and 
so with apples. The Canadian trade 
commissioner at Havana will verify 
this statement. Our farmers count 
on exporting potatoes and apples to 
the United States while these same 
things are exported from the United 
States to Cuba and elsewhere. Ont- 
ario suffered im her butter, eggs. 
cheese and such things till the Ding- 
ley tariff compelled a turn to other 
markets which provéd to be more pro- 
fitable. Aside from the fisheries, of 
which I do not know enough to speak, 
I do not believe there is an industry 
anywhere in Canada that cannot find 
a way to be better off without recipro- 
city than with it; and with many jn- 
dustries the question is a vital one. 
And even with our codfish, indging 
from the prices to consumers in the 
West Indies and Central America, it 
may be well that.we are, as with pot- 
atoes and apples, overlooking what 
might easily be made our very best 
market, 


Let us not run away with the idea 
that if we make a mistake in this 
matter of reciprocity, we shall be able 
to correct it at pleasure. We mav‘‘not 
be permitted to do 80. It should be 
remembered that there are such things 
as vested interests of nations, which, 
real or alleged, are terribly binding 
upon the weaker party, When Mr 
Hill has extended his seven or eight 
lines of railway into. the Cariadian 
northwest—lines which have for some 
years been restin, their noses on the 
boundary line waiting for reciprocity 
or something of the kind to warrant 
them in crgssing—and when other 
Au-erican channels of txfde have been 
established, effeoting our _ territory, 
and when the An.sman millers have 
tasted our wheat und the  Americai: 
manufacturers have got hold of our 
markets, is it probable that we shall 
be permitted to recede?
